“Ems has concert tickets to see 
Shane Filan at Royal and Derngate 
on Sat 5th March. 

“Unfortunately she can’t go as 
she is completely bedridden and 
unable to move anymore. 

“All she wants is to meet him to 
say hello and have a picture with 
him as her last wish.” 


Last Friday, Becky revealed her 
sister’s dream was going to come 
true: “I want to thank everyone 
for their love and support with 
helping me and my family fulfil 
Emma’s last wish. 

“I can happily say that Shane 
Filan’s manager has been in touch 
and arrangements are being 
made!! #emmaswish4shane.

A drama teacher from Northants 
who lost his 25 year career in edu¬ 
cation, his marriage and home over 
a secret affair two decades ago with 
a 14-year old pupil was behind bars 
yesterday.

The married father of one was 
jailed for 20 months after he pleaded 
guilty to five counts of indecent 
assault at Burnley Crown Court. 

He had a string of sexual liaisons 
with the girl - at one time asking her 
to leave a science lesson so they 
romp naked at a friend’s house - 
using chocolate spread Nutella as a 
sex aid. 

Willson also groped and fondled 
the girl in his drama studio at the 
504 pupil Fearns High School.

Town’s history in the making 


Lawrence John discovers how a 
wrecking ball was the inspiration 
behind Wellingborough museum 


A wrecking ball smashing 
down the Old Corn 
Exchange in Welling¬ 
borough in 1959 was the 
spark which gave birth to 
Wellingborough Museum. 

As a 12-year-old boy 
Robert Wharton watched in 
horror as the demolition 
crew moved in, and even 
then wished he had enough 
money to have bought the 
building and saved it. 

As things played out, it was 
replaced by a supermarket 
which, in turn, has since 
disappeared. A taxi rank 
near Wellingborough Market 
now marks the spot where 
the historic building stood. 

Robert felt the erasing of 
Wellingborough’s history 
should not be allowed to 
continue, which is why as an 
adult he was instrumental in 
saving the former Dulley’s 
Baths, where the museum is 
today. 

The dream of opening 
Wellingborough Museum 
took 10 years to come to fru¬ 
ition, and next year the 
town’s one and only muse¬ 


um will celebrate its 10th 
anniversary. 

It has come a long way 
since the first idea of a 
museum for Welling¬ 
borough was born in 
1994/1995. And Robert, the 
driving force behind the 
campaign is still in charge 
of the museum today. 

His main aim at the start 
was to save the Dulley’s 
Baths. This was a redundant 
building which was built by 
David Dulley in 1892. 

George Cox bought the 
building and converted it 
into a shoe factory in 1919. It 
continued producing shoes 
until 1994, when Cox’s 
moved to larger premises. 

Having achieved his first 
objective, Robert decided 
this would be the perfect 
location to move the 
Heritage Centre and create a 
brand new museum. 

He secured a £lm grand 
from the National Lottery 
and also stumped up 
£200,000 of his own cash to 
get the project up and run¬ 
ning. 


In 2007 Wellingborough 
Museum finally opened its 
doors and since then 40,000 
visitors a year have passed 
through its doors. 

Robert said: “I think the 
museum has made an 
impact on Wellingborough. 
For me one of the delightful 
things is to see a family 
walking towards the 
entrance and the children 
running ahead wanting to 
come in as quickly as they 
can. 

“It is a very hands-on 
museum with a number of 
slot machines which people 


can use. 

“We are looking to install a 
diorama of the town - when 
visitors push buttons this 
will then causes different 
things to light up or make a 
noise. 

“This should be installed 
later this year. 

“As for the building, we 
could not have hoped for a 
better location, and getting 
40,000 visitors a year 
through the doors is very 
comparable to the number 
of visitors they get at 
Northampton Museum and 
in Kettering.” 


Mr Wharton feels the 
museum is a focal point in 
the town. 

He added: “We have been 
able to keep going for nearly 
ten years by being self fund¬ 
ing. We had money from the 
National Lottery but after 
that we were on our own. 

“It can be a struggle and 
we are keen to have more 
volunteers join us to ensure 
the museum keeps running 
and stays open. 

“I am sure we will do 
something special in 2017 to 
mark our tenth anniversa¬ 
ry”

Cash-hit council 
scales back cuts

Plans to cut £84 million 
from Northants County 
Council’s budget this year 
have been scaled back by £20 
million after a public outcry. 

Following a six-week con¬ 
sultation period about this 
year’s budget, the local 
authority’s cabinet last week 
outlined how it will now look 
to save £65 million, rather 
than the £84 million it previ¬ 
ously stated in December, in 
2016/17. 

The budget proposals, 
which still include the 
planned 3.95 per cent rise in 
council tax, include several 


changes as a result of the 
scale back, including a reduc¬ 
tion in cuts to the fire and 
rescue service from £1.3 mil¬ 
lion to £730,000. 

Original plans to close 
down two Olympus Care 
Homes have also changed so 
that just one will close - 
resulting in £150,000 of sav¬ 
ings - which the Northants 
Herald and Post understands 
is Ecton Brook care home. 

Plans to move to a com¬ 
bined authority, which 
would have cost £3.8 million, 
have been scrapped due to 
other councils in the county 
not backing the idea. 

Earlier this month the 
Government gave the coun¬ 


cil an extra £1.7 million in 
funding - a move which was 
part of an extra wave of 
funding whereby £300 mil¬ 
lion is allotted to councils 
across England which are 
likely to be hardest hit by 
cuts to funding. 

The council also 
announced a new proposal 
to phase out all traditional 
bus subsidies in the county 
within the four year plan, 
while replacing this with a 
new Total Transport model. 

Plans to shut down the 
County Traveller Unit, which 
manages issues at traveller 
sites in the county and costs 
£65,000 to fun, have also 
been shelved.

Most county MPs 
opting for Brexit

Northants MPs are among 
the most Eurosceptic in our 
region with most wanting to 
get out of the European 
Union. 

Five of the seven 
Conservative MPs in the 
county want to leave the EU, 
with several of them spear¬ 
heading a campaign group 
alongside UKIP leader Nigel 
Farage. 

Only the MP for North¬ 
ampton North, Michael Ellis, 
has announced he is in favour 
of remaining in the EU, while 
his colleague in Northampton 
South, David Mackintosh, has 
yet to make his decision. 

The MP for South Northants, 
Andrea Leadsom, made her 
declaration in favour of leav¬ 
ing the EU last Saturday, the 
day after Prime Minister 
David Cameron brokered a 
deal with EU leaders in 


Brussels which would give 
the UK ‘special status”. 

Mrs Leadsom, who is also 
the Minister of State for 
Energy, said on her website: “I 
want to be absolutely clear -1 
will be voting to leave the EU. 

“This is not a decision that I 
have made quickly or easily, 
as I have been a strong advo¬ 
cate for reform within Europe 
for many years.” 

Tom Pursglove, the MP for 
Corby and East Northants - 
who has been one of the faces 
of the campaign ‘Get Britain 
Out’ which includes Kettering 
MP Phillip Hollobone and 
Wellingborough MP Peter 
Bone - posted a tweet follow¬ 
ing Mr Cameron’s deal, which 
also saw him set a date for the 
EU referendum. 

Mr Pursglove wrote: “And 
we’re off! The 23rd June it is! 
Let’s get our great country out 
of the #European Union!” 

Also joining the campaign 
to leave the EU is Daventry 


MP Christopher Heaton 
Harris. 

Currently the only MP in the 
county to favour staying in 
the EU, Northampton North 
MP Michael Ellis said: “The 
reforms David Cameron has 
achieved also strengthen our 
ability to deport foreign crim¬ 
inals, which is something I 
have been concerned about 
for some years. 

“The deal also means the 
UK will decide which crimi¬ 
nal justice measures this 
country will participate in. It 
will also prevent the abuse of 
free movement which has 
been a particular concern 
both for me and for many of 
my constituents.” 

Meanwhile, Northampton 
South MP David Mackintosh 
said on Twitter: “Pleased the 
PM has secured a deal in 
Brussels. I shall read the 
details carefully over the 
coming weeks and then 
decide how I intend to vote.” 


‘Gutted’ Fitzy ‘not surprised’ by market stall fire

been left ‘gutted’ after his stall 
in Northampton town centre 
was partly destroyed by fire - 
but admits he is ‘not sur¬ 
prised’. 

Fruit and veg seller Eamon 
Fitzpatrick, known as Fitzy, 
turned up at his stall on the 
Market Square on Tuesday to 


find two tables had been left 
in a blackened mess. 

Eamon said: “I’m gutted, but 
I’m not surprised at all. The 
market turns into a drinking 
den in the evenings, and we 
all knew something bad 
would happen in the end.”

Reaction to plans to cut 
all bus subsidies 

This week the Northants Herald and 
Post reported that Northants County 
Council are planning to cut all sub¬ 
sidies for bus routes in Northants in 
the next four years. 

The authority has made the pro¬ 
posal to phase out all bus subsidies 
in the county as part of plans to save 
the council £131 million over the 
same term. 

The move would replace the cur¬ 
rent ‘traditional model’ - where sub¬ 
sidies are paid to bus firms so they 
can run routes that would otherwise 
not be commercially viable, in plac¬ 
es like rural areas - with a new 
‘Total Transport model’. 

If the plans are rubber stamped, 
subsidies for the following bus 
routes would be cut this year: 

• Service W4: Wellingborough town 
centre - rail station - Isebroolc 
Hospital - town centre 

• Service 7: The Lawns - Corby 
town centre - Exeter estate -ASDA 


• Service 8: Silverstone - Brackley - 
Oxfordshire boundary section 

• Service 67: Rockingham - Gretton 

- Corby section (Monday - Friday 
peak and Saturday) 

• Service 125: Hargrave - Rushden 

- Wellingborough

Growing up in St 
James, I remember like 
it was yesterday, hiding 
in the alleyways at the 
back of my parent’s 
house with my sisters, 
waiting for the bin 
men to collect our 
rubbish. 

Watching in anticipa¬ 
tion as the small trucks 
used to manoeuvre 
around the bend, and 
then all the alleyways 
seemed so big and well 
maintained. 

However, since the 
1990s the council 
abandoned the use of 
alleyways and now 
they have become 
overgrown, a dumping 
ground and because 
we now produce more 
rubbish the Council 
are having to spend 
more money collecting 
it up. 

Alleyways then 
served a purpose, and 
today residents are 
frustrated that alley- 
ways have become a 
long-term problem for 
many residents. 

When I grew up the 
Borough Council 
would readily collect 
and dispose of fly tip¬ 
ping from alleyways 
for free, but in the age 
of austerity this service 
has been greatly 
reduced. 


Similarly the Borough 
Council would always 
deal with the problem 
of rats - but not any¬ 
more. 

However, Northam¬ 
pton Borough Council 
and Northamptonshire 
County Council say it’s 
a historical problem 
and refuse to take 
responsibility over 
alleyway ownership, 
saying its private land 
belonging to the resi¬ 
dents.

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Mouldy bean pot 
spoiled KFC meal 



NEVER AGAIN: Francesca Ashby has vowed never to eat at

A Northampton KFC custom¬ 
er has described the stom¬ 
ach-churning moment she 
found ‘thick mould partly 
submerged in the juice’ of a 
pot of beans. 

Francesca Ashby, aged 25, 
said she ‘felt sick’ after discov¬ 
ering a dark green patch in her 
pot of barbecue baked beans 
which came with her Fully 
Loaded meal. 

The trainee quantity survey¬ 
or, from Parklands, 
Northampton, had ordered 
the meal at the town’s 
Riverside branch on Sunday 
evening, before taking it 
home. 

But when she opened the pot 
of beans, she was horrified to 
discover the ‘monstrosity’, 
and called the fast food 
branch to complain, but 
claims no-one answered. 

Still fuming, she posted a 
picture of her finding onto the 
fast food giant’s Facebook 
page, explaining what hap¬ 
pened and insisting that she 
would not be eating KFC 
again. 

Describing the moment she 
saw the ‘mould’, Francesca 
told the Northants Herald and 
Post : “It was visible from the 
top and I thought it looked a 
bit like a mushroom. But then 
I realised KFC don’t sell any 
products containing mush¬ 
rooms. 

“When I took it out of the 
pot and put it on the lid to 
look closer I could see it was 
mould. It was very thick with 
black areas so must have 
been growing there for a 
while. And although it was 
partly submerged in the 
sauce, it was still obvious 


enough to be seen.” 

Francesca said the discovery 
had left her ‘feeling sick’, add¬ 
ing: “It is absolutely vile. I just 
don’t know how it managed to 
get missed and served to a 
paying customer.” 

Still annoyed at her discov¬ 
ery, Francesca said she has 
also filled out a complaint 
form on the KFC website. 

Francesca says she still has 
the beans ‘in case they need 
to be seen by KFC or sent to 
the Food Standards Agency’. 


A KFC spokesperson said: 
“We’re really sorry for 
Francesca’s experience and 
have contacted her directly to 
apologise and are investigat¬ 
ing to find out what hap¬ 
pened. 

“We’d like to reassure cus¬ 
tomers that this was a one-off 
incident and the restaurant 
received the best possible 
food hygiene rating of five 
stars out of five from the 
Environmental Health 
Office.”

On November 6, 1963, when 
The Beatles played at the 
old ABC Theatre in 
Northampton for the sec¬ 
ond time that year, an 
18-year-old police cadet 
walked out of Campbell 
Square police station and 
into the car park, and 
knocked on a limousine 
with blacked out windows. 

The passenger window 
was rolled down about two 
inches by a certain John 
Lennon and the police 
cadet, Richard Moisey post¬ 
ed in a sheaf of pink carbon 
typing paper and a pencil. 

John Lennon took the 
items and shut the window. 
A few minutes later the win¬ 
dow opened two inches and 
out came the papers con¬ 
taining the Beatles’ auto¬ 
graphs. 

Some had two Beatles sig¬ 
natures, others three and 
some lucky ones had all 
four autographs from the 
Fab Four. 

Richard, who was the 
youngest person in the 
building, had been sent out 
by the female secretaries 
and typing staff who were 
looking through every win¬ 
dow and vantage point to 
catch a glimpse of The 
Beatles. 

As soon as he returned 


into the building he had his 
own experience of 
Beatlemania when he was 
mobbed, as all the excited 
secretaries wanted the 
Beatles’ autographs. 

Richard, now 71, managed 
to keep two sheets of paper 
- one for his girlfriend and 
now wife of 47 years, Carol, 
containing the prized sig¬ 
natures of George Harrison, 
Paul McCartney and Ringo 
Starr and one for his sister, 
Helen, which had the jack¬ 
pot of all four. 

He said: “A number of the 
acts who appeared at the 
old ABC used to park up in 
the car park at the police 
station as it was so close. 


“You could easily say 
these are the most famous 
people to have parked in 
Campbell Square Police 
Station car park. 

“At the time I wasn’t that 
interested in the sense I 
wasn’t a huge fan and did 
not go to the concert. 

“My wife still has the 
three Beatles autographs. 

“I was sent out to get the 
autographs as I was the 
youngest. I think one of the 
reasons they signed the 
papers was they were sit¬ 
ting in the car and there 
was no pressure. 

“At the time I knew who 
they were and I knew they 
were a very famous group.”

In order to get them out 
after the show an escape 
route had been planned. 

“They could not go out the 
front, so they were taken 
out the back across a car 
park, through a factory and 
into a waiting car in St 
Michael’s Road.” 

Richard said even the 
police used pop music to 
improve the marching abili¬ 
ty of the cadets and train¬ 
ees. 


He said: “There was a drill 
sergeant who used to play 
pop music to get the cadets 
marching properly. 

“There was always a cou¬ 
ple who had two left legs 
and three right arms - the 
camels - and his way of giv¬ 
ing them rhythm was to 
play pop music songs by 
The Beatles and The Dave 
Clarke Five. 

“For me this was the 
music I grew up listening to 


and still play to this day. 

After meeting The Beatles, 
Richard stayed in the police 
force for 47 years. 

As a police constable he 
worked mainly in North¬ 
ampton, spending some 
time in Welllingborough 
and Kettering. 

He retired as a PC in 1994 
but carried on working for 
the police at Wootton Hall, 
dealing with computers and 
statistics.

Just a word in your ear... 


On May 18 H&P Editor Steve Scoles will 
set out on the Cynthia Spencer London 2 
Paris bike ride with four days to reach 
the capital of France.

In preparing for this London 2 Paris mis¬ 
sion I’ve had more than my fair share of 
generous support. 

Trilogy Gyms have been letting me use 
the equipment and I’ve also been taking 
part in classes. 

Now Sight and Sound Technology in 
Moulton Park, which provides technology 
that supports people with sensory or age 
related disabilities, has come up with an 
interesting solution to a perennial cycling 
problem. 

If you use earphones while on your bicy¬ 
cle it can muffle the sound of approach¬ 
ing cars. 

There are some schools of thought 
which say this is good because cyclists 
need to get in the habit of staying aware 
of what is behind them by looking. 

On the other hand, it seems to make 
sense to use every bit of sensory percep¬ 
tion you’ve got when you’re on two 
wheels. 

But how can you do that if you are riding 
along with earphones in ready to receive 
telephone calls, satnav directions or 
motivating messages from the cycle 
training app on your phone? 

Sight and Sound have a bit of kit that 
offers a way of hearing my phone while I 
can hear the world around me called 



Aftershokz earphones. They sit over your 
ears but do not plug into the ear canal. 

Instead two pads sit just in front of your 
ears and conduct sound through vibra¬ 
tion. 

A button on one side allows you to pause 
or play whatever you are listening to and 
a button on the other side allows you to 
answer calls. 

They connect to your phone via 
Bluetooth and they can be recharged 
through a USB port. 

They are comfortable, they work and 
glasses sit on top of them surprisingly 
well. And Sight and Sound do a newer ver¬ 
sion than the set above which are even 
sexier and lighter.

Peter Noone will forever be 
the cheeky lovable chappy 
from Manchester. 

He was a teenager sensation, 
the lead singer of Herman’s 
Hermits who hit the top of the 
pops with a variety of songs 
including I’m into Something 
Good, Show Me Girl, Can’t 
You Hear My Heartbeat and 
Mrs. Brown, You’ve Got a 
Lovely Daughter. 

They hit the big time in the 
USA as part of the British 
invasion and scored their first 
US hit when I’m Into 
Something Good reached 
number 13 in late 1964 and 
was a number one in the UK. 
The following year, 1965, the 
group had four Top 3 hits in 
the states. 

Peter became the lead singer 


for the group when he was 15 
years old and was 17 when the 
pop explosion happened. 

He was still a young lad but 
he was mixing with and knew 
some of the big players in the 
business. 

Ironically, Keith Richards 
from the Rolling Stones 
warned him never to take 
drugs, telling him if he found 
out Peter was dabbling ,he 
knew people who would beat 
him up. Peter got his first 
alcoholic drink bought for 
him by John Lennon who got 
him a Bacardi and Coke in a 
nightclub. 

He said: “For me being in 
show business and mixing 
with these people was not like 
being looked after by your 
dad, it was more like them 
being older brothers. They 
were the same as me, fellow 
musicians and we all just 


looked out for each other. 

“I was a fan of The Beatles 
and I remember buying their 
records, the only difference 
now was I was in a band and 
was able to meet them 

“This was a magical oppor¬ 
tunity for me as a teenager 
and I even got to meet Elvis in 
Hawaii. 

“If you looked at all the 
groups then one of things was 
they were all unique. Each 
one was different, there was 
only one Beatles, Rolling 
Stones, or Herman’s Hermits.”

The Jeep Renegade is a genuinely 
smart piece of product design, 
distilling Jeep’s brand values into a 
smaller package while leaning on 
the smartest technology the Fiat 
Group has to offer. 

The Renegade offers a wide 
range of engines. For petrol peo¬ 
ple, there’s an entry-level I I Obhp 
1.6 eTorq unit or, if you want pet¬ 
rol but need extra power, there’s 
a 1.4-litre TMair powerplant with 
either 140 or 170bhp and the op¬ 
tion of a DDCT auto gearbox. If 
you’re looking at a diesel, there’s 
a 120bhp 1.6-litre MJet unit or a 
2.0-litre MJet option with either 
140 or 170bhp. You’ll need the 
170bhp TMair petrol unit or the 
2.0-litre MJet diesel if you want 
your car with 4WD. 

The car’s advanced 4x4 system 
incorporates a category-exclusive 
rear axle disconnect that switches 
seamlessly between two and 
four-wheel-drive for reduced 
energy loss when 4x4 capabil¬ 
ity isn’t needed, improving fuel 
efficiency in the process. And 
the first-in-segment nine-speed 
automatic transmission ensures 
benchmark performance both on 
and off-road. 

As much as I thought I’d dislike 
the Jeep Renegade, I couldn’t help 
but love the styling. Yes, there are 
some angles where it looks a bit 


like a Kia Soul that’s been on the 
hard stuff - but it’s well-resolved, 
features lovely tight overhangs 
and some very cool detailing. 
What is particularly interesting 
is the way the design features 
some very traditional Jeep design 
cues but isn’t afraid to twist them 
a bit into something resolutely 
modern-looking. That aspect you 
will either love or hate. 

Cover up the badges inside the 
car and, yes, you would probably 
think you were in a Fiat product, 
but if you’ve had a look at the 
latest Fiat range, that’s no bad 
thing. There’s a complexity to 
the fascia that’s a long way from 
the cheap plastics and slab-sided 
architectures that many associate 
with Jeep. It’s a bit pinched in the 
back, but then that comes with 
the territory when you’ve got this 
little length to play with. 

Jeep needed an entrant in the 
growing small crossover segment 
and the Renegade looks like a 
competitive rival. Many won¬ 
dered what would happen to Jeep 
when Fiat got involved. If this 
Renegade is any form guide, we 
needn’t have worried. 

Land Rover figured out long ago 
that it couldn’t sustain itself on 
just the old traditional customers. 
Jaguar and Jeep are working that 
out too.

Top of the table; ten wins in row; 12 points 
clear: these are the only stats you need to 
know about the Cobblers right now. 

The Death Star of football claimed its ninth 
and 10th consecutive league victims by wast¬ 
ing Wycombe Wanderers last weekend then 
liquidising York City on Tuesday night. 

With the Sixfields club preparing to play the 
Imperial March from Star Wars as they take to 
the pitch and opposition coaches avoiding 
Chris Wilder's glare lest they make him angry, 
Northampton now target Arsenal's record of 
14 league wins on the spin.

Cobblers were without the holy trinity of 
Richards, John-Joe O'Toole and Ricky Holmes, 
with O'Toole missing due to a knock, and 
Holmes benched and rested. 

Yet, they still had the firepower to dishearten 
York, and it was Marquis who lorded it over the 
Minstermen by notching the 51st minute win¬ 
ner with a simple tap in following strong wing 
work from Collins. 

It took a world class volley deep into stoppage 
time from York's Russell Penn to breach Adam 
Smith's net and end the run of four clean 
sheets on the bounce. 

But the Northampton juggernaut rolls on 
with Saturday-Tuesday fixtures away at 
Hartlepool United and home versus AFC

Northampton Town continue 
to sweep all before them. That 
last sentence may be starting 
to sound a little repetitive, but 
try finding a Cobblers fan that 
cares about that as they 
breezed past York City. 

The score makes this match 
sound closer than it was as 
Northampton made it an 
astounding ten league wins in a 
row as their record-breaking 
run in League Two goes on and 
on. 

It also seems like whatever 
combination Chris Wilder puts 
together turns to gold as strike 
pairing James Collins and John 
Marquis grabbed the goals in 
their first outing as a pairing. 

The Cobblers continue to 
sprint away from the rest as 
Plymouth’s draw at Yeovil 
means they are now a stagger¬ 
ing 12 points clear at the top. 

The amazing numbers don’t 
stop there as this match was the 
28th league game in a row in 
which they scored - another 
club record - while this was 
their eighth consecutive away 
win. They’re tumbling by the 
week now. 

It took all of 35 seconds for 
Northampton to have their first 
shot in anger as Taylor had a 
well-struck effort from 25 yards 
held by York goalkeeper Scott 
Flinders. 

Marquis then had the game’s 


first clear chance after 17 min¬ 
utes when he burst clear down 
the left and was through on 
goal, but Flinders got out well to 
make a brave stop. 

York were happy to play on the 
counter attack as Town contin¬ 
ued to control possession with 
the hosts’ most threatening 
moments coming from the odd 
set-piece. 

Marquis threatened again as 
he got in behind down the right, 
and his low cross forced York 
defender Luke Hendrie to clear 
from under his own bar. 

The breakthrough came five 
minutes before half time when 
Brendan Moloney put in a mag¬ 
nificent cross that Collins 
couldn’t fail to nod into the bot¬ 
tom corner at the back post. 


Northampton doubled their 
lead five minutes into the sec¬ 
ond half as Collins turned pro¬ 
vider when a long ball saw him 
get in behind down the right 
and his low ball across goal gave 
Marquis the simplest of tap-ins.

Northampton Saints lock Victor 
Matfield admitted he has been sur¬ 
prised with the strength of the 
Aviva Premiership and stressed 
that every match is competitive. 

The South African World Cup win¬ 
ner joined from the Bulls in the 
summer but has seen his side fail to 
find consistency and they currently 
sit in sixth position, five points off 
the play-offs after last Sunday’s 
26-25 defeat to Newcastle. 

Matfield expects relegation threat¬ 
ened Worcester to be another tough 
opponent, and knows the Saints 
need to go on a winning run very 
soon if they have play-off ambitions. 

He said: “There is no easy game in 
the Premiership which has been the 
one thing that has surprised me. 

“I really thought that there were 
four or five teams that stood out 
above the other teams, but every 
week is a competitive game and 
there is so many great players here 
that you don’t even know about. 

“Worcester are a very good side 
with some quality players, quite a 
few who have played for the Saints 
before which will make it more dif¬ 
ficult for us because they know how 
we go about our business. 

“At some stage we will need to put 
together a run of four or five wins 
which hopefully starts on Saturday.” 

The Saints were boosted with the 
news that Luther Burrell and Kieran 
Brookes will be available for selec¬ 
tion after being released from 
England duty, which surprised 


Matfield, but he is pleased to have 
key players in action. 

Courtney Lawes was also surpris¬ 
ingly jettisoned from the squad by 
head coach Eddie Jones initially, 
only to be quickly recalled after a 
hamstring injury to Wasps’ Joe 
Launchbury ruled his fellow lock out 
of Saturday’s Six Nations match 
against Ireland at Twickenham. 

Matfield said: “I was surprised to 
see Courtney back as it’s always sur¬ 
prising not to see him in the England 
team. Since he has come back from 
injury he has had an immediate 
impact and is a really good, physical 
player that brings something differ¬ 
ent to the team. 

“Luther too has played really well 
and it’s always good to get your top 
players back and having them play 
every week, which gives confidence 
to the whole team.” 

The 38-year-old admitted he has 
found it hard to adapt to not starting 
every week, and the cold winter, but 
is adamant he can still make a dif¬ 
ference. 

He added: “Before I came over I 
told the boss that I wouldn’t be able 
to play every week - I’m not 32 or 34 
anymore. 

“My body has enjoyed not playing 
week in and week out, but I’m used 
to playing regularly so I have found 
it tough to get momentum as often 
but hopefully I can still make a dif¬ 
ference in a vital game. 

“I hope to get some more game 
time in the next few weeks and get 
the momentum going. Playing 
through the winter has been tough. 
Training on these soft fields every¬ 
day is not easy and the conditions 
doesn’t make it easy either.”

we finish the season well.” 

Doing that means victory is 
a must for Northampton 
against Worcester at 
Franklin’s Gardens at the 
weekend, with tougher games 
ahead, if they are to put fur¬ 
ther pressure on the 
Premiership’s top four.

Deadly duo do business

Northampton Town striker James 
Collins is hoping his partnership 
with John Marquis can be just as 
effective as the one he struck with 
the now-injured Marc Richards 
after both scored in Tuesday night’s 
2-1 win at York City. 

Marquis was signed on loan from 
Millwall by manager Chris Wilder for 
a second time on Monday after it was 
revealed Cobblers’ top scorer 
Richards would be out for at least 
four weeks with an Achilles injury. 

The 23-year-old took no time at all 
in settling in as he scored the decid¬ 
ing goal at Bootham Crescent after 
Collins had broken the deadlock in 
what was Town’s tenth consecutive 
league win. 

Collins said: “Since I’ve been here 
I’ve really enjoyed playing with Rico 
as he’s a top, top player and he’s a big 
miss for the side, but John’s come in, 
filled his boots and got what looks 
like the most important goal with the 
second goal. 

“I think you’ve got to give credit to 
John for coming in and fitting in 
straight away.” 

The match saw Collins score his 
fifth goal in eight games since sign¬ 
ing on loan from Shrewsbury in 
January and he gave full credit to 
Brendan Moloney, whose cross put it 
on a plate for him. 

“It was a great ball in,” he said, “I 
always shout at him for not crossing 
the ball so tonight he did cross the 
ball and luckily enough it came 
straight to me and I managed to 
guide it in the corner. 

“I maybe should have had a 
second one with a dink at the end 
from a great ball by Ricky JJolmes, 
but it wasn’t to be and it’s just lucky 


we got the three points.” 

Marquis scored in his last match for 
Northampton - the 3-1 win over 
Oxford United on the final day of the 
2013/14 season that ensured survival 
in the Football League for the 
Cobblers. 

He wasted no time in re-introduc- 
ing himself to the affections of the 
shoe army with an energetic perfor¬ 
mance that merited his goal in what 
was his second debut. 

“Getting into the pace I didn’t really 
think would be a problem,” he said. 
“The way that I play is quite high in 
intensity - a bit 100 miles per hour 


here and there and it was just about 
how long I could go on for. 

“I think it was planned before to get 
an hour anyway, so I just put every¬ 
thing I had into the hour for fitness 
and I was a little bit rusty. 

“I had a good chance in the first 
half, which I think when I’m fit and 
sharp I’ll be taking them, so it was 
good and was nice to get some min¬ 
utes in the legs.” 

Northampton’s record-breaking 
winning run has meant they haven’t 
dropped a point in the eight games 
they’ve played in League Two since 
Collins arrived at Sixfields, which 


has seen them sprint away from the 
opposition go 12 points clear at the 
top of the table. 

“I didn’t think it would have gone as 
well as this when I joined, not at all,” 
he said. “I knew as soon as I spoke to 
the gaffer before I came what he 
wanted to do and his ambitions to 
win this league. 

“It’s no surprise with the quality 
of players we’ve got in this group that 
we’ve gone on to win ten in a row, 
because we’ve played some good 
teams in that period and it’s 
all credit to all involved with 
Northampton.”
